Power to Be 
Generated on 
Martin 


Creek and Transmitted to Town 


A. Pasquale of Paradise is seriously 


considering the proposition of putting 
in an electric light plant on Martin 
Creek, about eight miles from 
the 


town, using the power from the Para- 
dise Mining company's dam, says the 
Humboldt Standard. 


There is a fine water power to be 


had there and as Mr. Pasquale has 
large Interests in Paradise it is not 
unlikely that he will utilize the en- 
ergy that is now going to waste not 
only by lighting the town as well as 
his own property, but in supplying 
power to the flour mills there and for 
other local purposes. 


At the same time it is consideied ad- 


visable to put in a plant large enough 
to furnish Winnemucca -with 
power 


and lights, as the larger the plant 
the cheaper will be the opeiating ex- 
penses. 


Power from Martin Creek can be 


easily transmitted to Winnemucca as 
the distance, fifty-two miles, is not 
considered nowadays as of much con- 
sequence. 


This would enable the people of this 


town to obtain power and light at a 
reasonable cost and it is safe to say 
that there would be no trouble in get- 
ting connected with the main line, 
without recourse to the law.

D1A2' RE-ELECTION 


SAID TO BE ASSURED 


Will Receive the Unanimous Nomina- 


tion of the Liberal Union Conven- 


tion to Succeed Himself as President 


Special to The Journal: 


CITY OF MEXICO, July 2. — The 


unanimous nomination by the Liberal 
Union convention of President Diaz 
as a candidate to succeed himself and 
his re-election to the presidency.which 
is a foregone result of the general 
election which takes place this month, 
•while It could not be otherwise than 
satisfactory to the people of. Mexico, 
generally Is still a cause for some 
anxiety in the minds of those who 
have the welfare of the republic sin- 
cerely at heart and who look forward 
to the time when the "maker of mod- 
ern Mexico" is no more. 
The deci- 


sion of President Diaz to stand for 
re-election was somewhat of a sur- 
prise even to his most intimate poli- 
tical associates. 
His advanced age 


—he was born in 1830—makes it im- 
perative for the nation to look abou* 
for an able successor to take up the 
reins 
of 
government when 
death 


causes the hand that has so long and 
so successfully guided the car of state 
to release the grasp. 


It la publicly known that the finan- 


ciers of Europe desire the retirement 
of President Diaz solely because they 
wish the matter of succession to be 
arranged during his lifetime. 
This 


has been one of the conditions the 
Rothschilds have made when appealed 
to for a great loan to place Mexico 
on a gold standard. 
ITiey fear that 


the president will die suddenly with 
the result -that the country- will be 
plunged in confusion and that a sol- 
dier'will then seize the presidency; 
that civil troubles will ensue and in 
which case the bondholders would be 
the principal sufferers. 


Diaz has hitherto been known to 


admit that he fully realized the force 
of this argument in favor of his re- 
tirement and was willing to sacrifice 
himself to the situation. Consequent- 
ly his decision to accept another term 
of office is all the more surprising. 
The three other candidates mentioned 
for the honor were Limantour, Menas 
and Marischal, but now that Diaz has 
accepted the renomination they have 
quit the race in favor of the Incum- 
bent. 


It is well understood; that those who, 


have -.'large financial interests in Mex- 
ico rwoul^ like jtoj'see J. Ives Uman- 
• tours'secure the itfesidency, as he 
is 


considered by riar ^lie$most able fihan- 
clerXand diplomat, the republic, has 
yet produced..^ He was acting presi- 
dent of Mexico during the visit of 
President Diaz to the United States 
in 1901, and has always been consid- 
ered the choice of Diaz for his suc- 
cessor, although he is run close in 
that respect and in the favor of the 
Mexican aristocrats by Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes, who as secretary of war and 
head of the army, has strong claims 
to the place. 
Gen. Reyes has 
a 


more engaging personality than Senor 
Limantour, but he has -lost some of 
his popularity by showing too plainly 
his aspiration for presidential honors. 
In the event of the death of Diaz while 
in office the-presidency would de- 
volve temporarily at least on Senor 
Marischal, the present secretary of 
state, and who would serve until a 
general election could be held.

RICHEST OF PRINCESSES. 


Princess Marie Bonaparte Reaches Her 


Majority,Riche8t Heiress in Europe

PARIS, July 2.—Persons who "keep 


tab" on royalties may be interested in 
the fact that Princess Marie Bona- 
parte, great-grandniece of Napoleon 
Bonaparte and considered the richest 
imperial heiress in Europe, reached 
her majority today, having been born 
July 2, 1882. Princess Marie's mother 
was the only daughter of M. Blanc, 
the founder of the famous casino 
at 


Monte Carlo, from whom she inherltm 
a fourth share in the vast income 
-derived from the gaming tables. 


Princess Marie's mother died at her 


birth, and .her father, Prince Roland 
Bonaparte, who was descended from 
,-Prlnce Lucien, the emperor's young- 
est brother, has never married again. 
He is a great savant, and his daugh- 
ter shares her father's taste, presiding 
with great charm over her father's 
salon, where all the savants of the 
world visiting Paris are made wel- 
come.

Handkerchief to Beguile Man 


Special to The Journal: 


NEW YORK, July 2.—As a matter 


of diversion Dame Fashion is usurping 
the function of lace and embroideries 
with the handkerchief and this useful 
little article has become the piece de 
resistance of fashionable bodices and 
lingerie. 


The Mexican kerchieft; tmbellished 


with embroidery and drawn work with 
tiny squares of linen in the center are 
used for this purpose. 
Three are 


used for the front of a bodice if a yoke 
effect Is desired, three for the back, 
one for the sleeve-caps—that is one 
for each sleeve—and one for 
each 


cuff, requiring ten handkerchiefs to a 
bodice. 
Instead of the yoke a fash- 


ionable arrangement consists of plac- 
ing the handkerchiefs, diamond shaped 
down the front of the bodice, with one 
on each shoulder at the back placed in 
the same design. 
Instead of hav- 


ing caps for the sleeves, the upper 
portion is tucked or shirred to 
the 


elbow and the kerchiefs are inserted 
in the voluminous puff between elbow 
and wrist. 
Still another pretty way 


of finishing the sleeve is having it ex- 
tend only to the elbow and draping 
the kerchief around the edge in points 
so that the longest one extends almost 
to the wrists. 


These handkerchiefs are rather ex- 


pensive as the Intricate designs run 
as high as eighteen dollars a dozen. 
There are less costly samples, how- 
ever, that may be purchased as cheap 
as twenty-five cents each. 


For the heavy butcher's linen shirt 


waists instead of, handkerchiefs doil- 
ies are used—just the plain old-fash- 
ioned table doily. 
Being of heavier 


material they are better suited to the
